panied by explicit statement of ownership, in the 

case of the author, or of relationship, in the case 

of his heirs, and must state definitely the date 

and place of entry of the original copyright. 


Te The time within which any work copy- _ Time of pnb- 
righted may be issued from the press is not lim-"““" 
ited by any law or regulation, but depends upon 
the discretion of the proprietor. A copyright 
may be secured for a projected work as well as 
for a completed one. 


8. Any copyright is assignable in law by any 
instrument of writing, but such assignment must 
be recorded in the oftice of the Librarian of Con- 
gress within sixty days from its date. The fee 
for this record and certificate is one dollar, and 
for a certified copy of any record of assignment, 
one dollar.
